In one of the most amazing 
political letters ever written. 
Bucks C o u n t y Democratic

The Welsh letter is repro­ 
duced elsewhere in this news­ 
paper, for the obvious reason 
that anyone who hadn't read it 
for himself would find it hard 
to believe a Democratic chair­ 
man would thus seek to “knife” 
the Democratic incumbent of a 
high county position, simply to 
get the job himself.
